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Another record field expected 
for 2009 AuSable Marathon

More than 80 teams — possibly 90 
- are expected to start the 62nd 
AuSable River Canoe Marathon ~ a 
120-mile race from Grayling to 
Oscoda — on Saturday, July 25, at 9 
p.m, at the Old AuSable Fiy Shop. 
As of the final cutoff on Monday, 
July 20, 90 teams were registered 
for this year’s race. As many as 92 


were signed up, but two teams with- 
drew prior to Monday afternoon. It 
is not unusual for one or two teams 
to withdraw between the final cutoff 
and the race’s official start, so the 
final number may not be known 
until Saturday night. If it is any- 
where in the 80s or 90s, as expected, 
the 2009 AuSable Marathon will 
easily set a new participation record 
for the third consecutive year. 


Last year’s marathon had a start- 
ing field of 76 teams. The 2007 
AuSable Marathon — the event’s 
60th in its history ~ featured 75 
teams. Prior to that, the record was 
68, established in 2000. 

With so many teams entering this 
year’s race, marathon organizers 
have had to make a few changes in 
order to accommodate the record- 
setting field. The marathon briefing,

scheduled for 12 p.m. on Saturday, 
will be held at Grayling Middie 
School’s play field instead of 
Citizens Bank. 

“That will give us much more 
room to secure boats,” said John 
Lucey, chairman of the AuSable 
River Canoe Marathon Committee. 
“Ninety teams - we’ve had to make 
some adjustments.”

Battle 
brewing over 
county road 
millage funds

Citing a 100-year-old state law, a battle is 
brewing between City of Grayling and 
Crawford County Road Commission offi- 
cials over the collection of a county-wide 
road millage approved by voters last year. 
In November 2008, Crawford County 
voters supported a five-year, one-mill pro- 
posal to fund the reconstruction and main- 
tenance of county roads under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Crawford County Road 
Commission by a 3,531 yes vote to a 3,261 
no vote. The millage, which will first be 
collected on the 2009 winter tax bilis, will 


generate about $543,000 per year for road 
repairs. 

As Grayling City officials were planning 
for their 2010 budget, which began July I, 
local officials learned that the city leaders 
plan to tap the county millage to fund major 
streets within the city limits from an article 
published in the May 7 edition of the 
Crawford County Avalanche. The funds 
city officials are seeking to obtain would be 
from taxes collected from city property 
owners for the county road millage.

Grayling Charter 
Township moves 
forward with 
special assessment

Grayling Charter Township officials are 
moving forward with a two-fold plan to 
fund its trash transfer station and to help 
develop a long term county-wide recycling 
program. 

The township board, at its regular month- 
ly meeting last week, agreed that there was 


~ a need to have a $45 special tax assessment 


fee on all improved properties in the town- 
ship to fund trash collection and recycling. 
A second public hearing on the special tax 
assessment will be held at 10 am. on 
Thursday, Aug. 6. 

Under the proposal, the township would 
charge a $45 tax assessment on all 
improved properties in Grayling Township, 
meaning properties where homes or other 
buildings have been built. 

_The special assessment would generate 
about $161,000 per year to support the 
annual operations of Grayling Township’s 
transfer station and recycling center on 
North Down River Road. 

The tax levy would replace the $60 decal 
currently required to dump trash at the 
transfer station. Currently, the decal only 
generate about $45,000 to support transfer 
station and recycling operations. 

Grayling Township Supervisor Terry 
Wright said the township pays $100,000 a

Hands were held, tears 
were shed and laps were 
logged at the Relay for Life 
of Crawford County despite 
chilly temperatures and 
rain, 

A record number of teams 
participated in the American 
Cancer Society’s Relay for 
Life of Crawford County 
held on Saturday and 
Sunday at the Grayling 
High School. 

Relay For Life is the 
American Cancer Society’s 
signature activity. It offers 
everyone in acommunity an 
Opportunity to participate in 
the fight against cancer. 
Teams of people camp out at 
a local high school, park or 
fairgrounds and take turns 
walking or running around a 
track or path. Each team is 
asked to have a representa- 
tive on the track at all times 
during the event. Relays are 
an overnight event up to 24 
hours in length. 

Teams of people from all 
walks of life have fun while 
raising much-needed funds 
to fight cancer and raise 
awareness of cancer preven- 
tion and treatment. 

Relay For Life is a life- 
changing event that brings 
together more than 3.5 mil- 
lion people to: 

« Celebrate the lives of 
those who have battled can- 
cer. The strength of sur- 
vivors inspires others to 
continue to fight. 

« Remember loved ones 
lost to the disease. At Relay 
for Life, people who have 
walked alongside people 
battling cancer can grieve

We Relay 
because we have been 
touched by cancer and des-

Jessie Riddle, chair- 
woman of the Crawford 
County Relay for Life, said 
she was moved to become 
involved with Relay for Life 
after her aunt, Terri Hale 
Vanderwall of Wolverine, 
died from cancer three years 
ago. 

“Watching her go 
through that made it so that 
I didn’t want my friends or 
family to ever hear the 
words ‘you have cancer,’” 
Riddle said. 

Riddle’s mother, Jacki 
Riddle, formed a Relay for 
Life team in honor of her 
sister, Terri. 

A special education 
ParaPro at Grayling High 
School, Riddle organized a 
fund-raiser at the Grayling 
Elementary School for 
Relay for Life with teacher 
Dawn Feldhauser. Last year, 
fourth graders raised $754 
through pay-to-play events. 
Students were allowed to 
have extra recess time, chew 
gum or have lunch with 
their teachers for donations 
to Relay for Life. This year, 
the fund-raiser was expand- 
ed to all third though fifth 
graders at the Grayling 
Elementary School. The 
youngsters raised $1,800 in 
just 11 days. 

“Given the economy in 
this town, it’s amazing they 
raised that amount of money 
in such a short time,” Riddle 
said. 

The fund-raisers also 
offered support to students 
whose lives have been 
impacted by cancer, 


their hearts out to me and 
told me about family mem- 
ber they have Jost to cancer, 
people who have been 'treat- 
ed for cancer and it was 
good outlet for them,” 
Riddle said. 

One of the main events 
for the Relay for Life of 
Crawford County is a sur- 
vivors ceremony followed 
by a lap of cancer survivors 
waking around the track. 
The cancer survivors are 
then joined by their care- 
givers and loves ones for a 
lap around the track. 

George McKim, of 
Grayling, was diagnosed 
with leukemia in 1995. The 
disease was in remission, 
but returned in 2008 and is 
now is in a manageable 
through regular checkups. 

McKim said walking the 
survivor’s lap was heart 
wrenching as he recalled 
friends who have lost their 
battles with cancer but feels 
fortunate to still be alive 
after two bouts with the dis- 
ease. 

“A lot of progress has 
been made from the first 
time I was treated and the 
second as far as medical 
technology,” McKim said. 
“It’s just the good Lord and 
good medicine.” 

Gene Rauch, whose pros- 
trate cancer is in remission, 
was moved to tears after 
taking the survivors lap. 

“We're just very, very for- 
tunate,” he said. 

“We're just thankful he 
survived because a lot of 
people don’t,” added 
Rauch’s wife, Shirley. 

Kirk Thomas of Grayling, 
was recently treated for car- 
cinoma, which _ started 
destroying the cartilage in 
his nose and in his ears. 

“If feels good to be out 
here. suppetting myself, and 
other people in the commu- 
aity when it comes, to deal- 
ing with cancer,’ Thomas 
said. 

Catherine Hickey of 
Grayling had a mastectomy 
to remove a breast in 2002, 
but was fortunate not to 
have to go through radiation 
and chemotherapy treat- 
ment.

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DEFICIT GROWS -— A recent 
newspaper headline trumpeted the 
news: “Federal deficit exceeds $1 
trillion.” 

That’s a lot of money, and a lot 
of deficit spending. 

The deficit in question is for the 
nine months of the present federal 
budget year, which runs October 
through September. 

As of June 30, with three 
months to go during the budget 
year, the operating deficit had 
reached $1.1 trillion. That’s the 
first time the annual spending 
deficit has reached $1 trillion, 
according to the news story about 
the history-making event. 

Major reasons cited for the 
shortfall included huge sums spent 
on bailouts, stimulus payouts and 
other anti-recession measures, 
sharply lower tax collections, and 
paying for the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Most taxpayers can’t imagine a 
trillion of anything, but we know a 
trillion-dollar deficit is not good 
news. Most of us will roll our eyes 
and grab our pocketbooks and say 
“Wow!”

How much is a trillion dollars? Plenty 


So how much is a trillion any- 
way? One trillion is the figure |, 
followed by 12 zeroes. A trillion 
follows a billion, which follows a 
million, which follows a thousand, 
which follows a hundred. 

That much is easy, but what 
does all that mean? 

Last March, Mike Bernacchi, a 
marketing professor at University 
of Detroit Mercy, looked at 
President Obama’s budget propos- 
als for 2009, which at that time 
carried a projected deficit of about 
$1.75 trillion, and provided some 
insights (as reported in a Neal 
Rubin column in The Detroit 
News). 

According to Prof. Bernacchi’s 
calculations, a $1.75 trillion deficit 
for one year would work out to: 

$4,794,520,547.94 per day. 

$199,77 1,689.50 per hour. 
$3,329,528.16 per minute 
$55,492.14 per second. 

Nobody knows for sure whether 
the federal budget deficit will 
reach $1.75 trillion this budget 
year, but with $1.1 trillion already 
on the books in red ink and three 
more months to go, it’s entirely 


possible. 

Has our government overspent 
its allotted $4.8 billion today so we 
can set a new record, or reach a 
projected $1.75 trillion deficit?

JACKSON FAREWELL - 
Michael Jackson is dead. 

Motown Records in Detroit gave 
his career a terrific boost in the 
early days, and many of his Detroit 
fans claim him as their own, 

Unfortunately for these fans, 
Michael Jackson is not buried in 
Detroit ... but two hearse-loads of 
teddy bears and other stuffed ani- 
mals (some wearing a single white 
glove), plastic floral arrangements, 
posters, drawings, and other mem- 
orabilia showing devotion of his 
Detroit fans last week were placed 
into permanent rest at a Detroit 
cemetery. 

In a remarkable example of 
sympathetic overkill, more-or-less 
traditional burial services were 
held at Woodlawn Cemetery in 
Detroit for most of the stuff left at 
the Motown Museum by grieving 
Jackson fans after the death of 
their hero. Some of the mementoes 


were kept by the Museum, where 
attendance and merchandise sales 
have spiked considerably upon 
Michael Jackson’s death. 

Confronted with the dilemma of 
what to do with the piles of 
unwanted memorabilia left at the 
Motown Museum, Woodlawn 
Cemetery came up with the 
answer, which just happened to 
generate excellent publicity. 

The cemetery donated two bur- 
ial plots and use of the hearses and 
other services, a vault company 
donated the vaults, a granite com- 
pany donated a headstone (really). 

Two hearses and seven cars, all 
carrying funeral flags, formed a 
five mile procession from the 
Museum to the cemetery. Detroit 
city police provided a police 
escort. A Museum official and a 
Detroit radio personality spoke at 
the: interment, and volunteers in 
the crowd of about 40 people 
broke out in a medley of Jackson 
songs. 

The headstone reads: “Motown 
Remembers The King of Pop 
Michael J. Jackson Aug. 29, 1958 
— June 25, 2009 Song Writer, 


Singer, Producer, Dancer, 
Choreographer, Humanitarian, 
Jackson 5 member, Soloist, 13 #1 
Singles, 13 Grammies, 197 
Awards & 17 Top 40 Hits. Rock & 
Roll Hall of Famer and Motown 
Legend. Gone Too Soon.” 

So rest in peace, Michael 
Jackson, out there in California. 

And rest in peace, all the teddy 
bears, white gloves, fake flowers, 
pictures, posters and what-nots 
from his devoted and heart-broken 
fans, right here in Michigan. 

This bizarre exhibit of crass 
emotionalism in some ways mir- 
rors the combination of weirdness 
and commercialism that made 
Michael Jackson famous. 

Of course, an unbelievable tal- 
ent helped a lot, too. 

(Footnote: Detroit police offi- 
cials are reviewing city policies for 
use of police personnel and equip- 
ment for police escorts.)

City officials are citing 
Public Act 238 of 1909, bet- 
ter known as the Pubtic 
Highways and Private 
Roads Act, which governs 
the allocation and use of tax 


. revenues after a tax levy is 


submitted to the electorate. 

The state law says that all 
tax funds allowed to by cap- 
tured by a millage or bond 
issue should go to the coun- 
ty treasurer. Exceptions are 
made, however, for the 
amount of county primary 
roads and major streets 
within cities and villages. In 
addition, the statute says 
that revenues shall be dis- 
tributed to cities and vil- 
lages for the proportion of 
state equalized values each 
Jurisdiction has compared to 
the state equalized values of 
unincorporated areas in the 
county. The City of 
Grayling was incorporated 
from being a village to city 
in 1935. Finally, city offi- 
cials argue that taxes col- 
lected from city property 
owners should not go to 
subsidize roads in the town- 
ships. 

William Carey, the attor- 
ney for the Crawford 
County Road Commission, 
acknowledged the state 
statute in a June 25 letter to 
the Grayling City Council.

observe, however, that the 
ballot language is clear and 
the voters have spoken,” 
Carey said. “The opportuni- 
ty to object to the action 
taken by the Crawford 
County Board of 
Commissioners regarding 
the millage request, has long 
since been lost through 
inaction.” 

The action Carey referred 
to was a May 2008 vote by 
the Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners to place 
the road millage on the gen- 
eral election ballot. 

The ballot language was 
written by Crawford County 
Road Commission officials. 
The county board, however, 
has a common practice of 
asking Paul Wygoski, the 
county’s bond counsel, to 
review ballot proposals. 

Crawford County 
Treasurer Joe Wakeley said 
Wygoski was asked to give 
an opinion on if the ballot 
language met with state law. 
Wakeley added that city, 
county officials and the 
bond counsel were not 
aware of the statute in ques- 
tion when the ballot lan- 
guage was proposed. 

“The citizens voted, and 
the intent of the vote was 
that all the money would go 
to the road commission - no 
matter what unit of govern- 
ment it was collected in,” 
Wakeley said. 

County Commissioner 
Mike Lange questioned the 
review of the ballot measure

and the responsibility for 
the current tax collection 
snafu. 

“We pay the guy and I’m 
not casting stones at him,” 
Lange said. “If in fact 
looked at it, I don’t know 
what his marching orders 
were,” 

During the 2008 election 
cycle, David Sabin, the for- 
mer attorney for the City of 
Grayling, was asked to 
resign as he was campaign- 
ing for the Crawford County 
Prosecutor’s position. 
Roscommon attorney 
Gerald Brabant, who spe- 
cializes in municipal law 
and road law, has since been 
serving as the city attorney. 

County Administrator 
Paul Compo said the road 
commission would lose 
$65,000 to $70,000 if the 
city takes its share of road 
funds from the millage. 

Wakeley noted that the 
election could be declared 
invalid or the tax could not 
be collected on properties in 
the city. An agreement may 
also be reached between the 
city and road commission, 
allowing the road commis- 
sions to provide services to 
the city for the taxes collect- 
ed in Grayling. 

“Tt very well may need to 
be litigated before we get a 
definitive answer of what 
you can do,” Wakeley said. 

Road Commission and 
City of Grayling officials 
plan to have upcoming 
meetings in hopes of resolv- 
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ing the issue. 

“We stand ready to meet 
and discuss,” said Grayling 
City Manager David 
Thayer. “We think the law is 
pretty clear, the case law is 
pretty clear and the prece- 
dents are pretty clear.” 

Don Babcock, managing 
director for the Crawford 
County Road Commission, 
said the road commission 
board is standing firm 
behind their position. 

“Our board does not feel 
that they should be eligible 
for any of the funds,” 
Babcock said. “The ballot 
language was pretty self 
explanatory. It didn’t say 
anything about the city. It 
was about the roads under 
jurisdiction of the road com- 
mission.” 

Wakeley said he would 
need to know if the road 
millage will be collected 
county-wide or if the tax 
will not be collected in the 
city by mid-November. 

Compo said the county 
will incur no legal fees if the 
dispute moves into the court 
room. 

“Certainly we have an 
interest, but we have no dog 
in this fight,” Compo said. 

County Commissioner 
Scott Hanson said that 
county board would put its 
best foot forward if faced 
with a similar dilemma, 
even though every munici- 
pality is pinching pennies to 
survive, maintain employ- 
ees and provide services. 

“If this board was put in 
this position, we all know 
what we would do in a 
heartbeat -— stand up,” 
Hanson said.
